OBITUARY 

No. 3/1/2017-Public. —The nation learnt this 
morning, with profound sorrow, about the sad and 
sudden passing away of Shri Anil Madhav Dave, Union 
Minister of State (Independent Charge) for 
Environment, Forest and Climate Change, today in New 
Delhi. 

2. Shri Anil Madhav Dave was born to Smt. Pushpa 
and Shri Madhav Dave at Barnagar, District Ujjain in 
Madhya Pradesh on 06.07.1956. He earned his Post 
Graduate Degree in Commerce with specialization in 
Rural Development & Management from Gujarati 
College, Indore, where he also began his political career 
in the JP Movement and was elected as college 
President. As a NCC Air Wing Cadet, he took to flying 
early, and later became a licensed pilot. 

3. In 2004, Shri Dave founded the Jan Abhiyan 
Parishad, an umbrella organization to interlink & 
empower SHGs and NGOs. It now has more than 
25,000 organizations under its umbrella. As trustee of 
the ‘Maharaja Shiv Chhatrapati Pratishthan’ he was 
instrumental in organizing the mega stage play ‘Janata 
Raja’ on the life of Chhatrapati Shivaji, which has been 
staged 1,000 times, including a performance at 
Wembley, London. 

4. Shri Anil Madhav Dave was also a prolific writer, 
both in Hindi and English. His books in Hindi include 
Shivaji and Suraj, Srijan Se Visarjan Tak, Narmada 
Samagra, Samagra Gram Vikas, Mahanayak 
Chandrashekhar Azad, Sambhal Ke Rehna Apne Ghar 
Mein Chhupe Hue Gaddaro Se, Shatabdi Ke Paanch 
Kale Panne, Rod Aur Kamal Ki Kahani and 
Amarkantak Se Amarkantak Tak. 

5. In English, he authored ‘ Beyond Copenhagen’ 
and ‘Yes I Can, So Can We’. His book ‘Shivaji & Suraj’ 
is translated and published in English, Marathi and 
Malayalam. He also edited the monthly magazine 
“Charaiveti” and JAP, Jan Abhiyan Parishad's Journal. 


6. Shri Anil Madhav Dave has been a river 
conservationist, environmentalist and social worker. He 
was a trained pilot, who flew a Cessna 173 over river 
Narmada from source to mouth, and who also 
completed a 1312 Km raft journey along the entire 
length of the river. 

7. Shri Anil Madhav Dave was elected to the Rajya 
Sabha in 2009 and has been on various Committees of 
Parliament including the Committee on Water 
Resources and the Consultative Committee for the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting. He was also 
a Member of Parliamentary Forum on Global Warming 
and Climate Change. He was re-elected to the Rajya 
Sabha in 2016 and became the Minister of State 
(Independent Charge) of the Ministry of Environment, 
Forest and Climate Change. 

8. Shri Anil Madhav Dave was a true social worker 
widely known for his empathy for poor and the under¬ 
privileged. As an environmentalist, he worked tirelessly 
for conservation of Narmada river. 

9. Shri Anil Madhav Dave was the epitome of 
humility and self-effacement. He handled his public 
responsibilities with politeness and grace. In his will, he 
has asked that no monument be built for him, that no 
statue of him be installed, and that no competition, 
award etc. be named after him. He stated in the will 
that the best way to remember him was to plant a tree 
and protect it, and to conserve water bodies. 

10. Shri Anil Madhav Dave was a true nationalist and 
in his passing away, the nation has lost an eminent 
leader and a noble soul. The nation places on record its 
appreciation of Shri Anil Madhav Dave’s services in 
different capacities both at the State and National level 
and also expresses its deep sense of loss and grief on his 
tragic death. The entire nation extends its deep 
condolences to the bereaved family.
